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THE    FRUIT  SITUATION 
Sarjnary 

Indications  are  that  total  production  of  the  13  ir.ipoi'tant  fruits  in 
19A.0-4I  will  be  about  13.7  million  tons  compared  v;ith  IJ^.U  million  tons  in 
1939-/!^0  and  the  1934-38  average  of  12.6  million  tons. 

Although  the  frj.it  crop  this  year  is  smaller  than  in  1939-40;,  the 
virtual  loss  of  the  export  market  made  it  advisable  for  the  Surplus  Market- 
ing Administration  to  set  up  purcha2in;'  pro-ams  for  certain  fruits  (apples 
pearS;  peaches^  pruneS;,  raisins,  and  citr^as).     The  intent  was  to  purchase 
quantities  of  these  fruits  app3X>xL'nately  eciual  to  the  amounts  that  would 
have  been  exported  under  normal  conditions.     Large  purchases  of  fresh  fruit 
by  the  Adi.iinistration,  coupled  vrith  a  smaller  crop  and  increased  consuj;;ers' 
inco^ae,  have  resulted  in  farm  prices  of  most  fnits  averaging  slightly  to 
moderately  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    This  spread  is  expected  to  increase 
as  the  effect  of  increased  cons'.uiers '  ircorie  on  friit  prices  becomes  more 
marked. 

The  commercial  apple  crop  was  19  percent  smaller  than  in  1939.  tidi 
cations  are  that  total  sales  of  apples  for  fresh  consuript ion,  including 
those  e:cport.ed  and  those  purchased  for  relief  distribution,  from  July  to 
J.anuary  1  were  rourhlj^  20  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

Auction  prices  of  I7ashirgt,on  Extra  Faricy  VJinesaps,  Rome  Beauties,  an 
Delicious  apples  at  Mevr  York  in  the  m.onth  of  December  \:ere  ^vo"i  9  to  20 
cents  higher  than  in  December  193S  .    Vfnolesale  prices  of  eastern  and  mid- 
vfestem  apples  for  the  vjesk  ended  January  11  were  from  2  to  7+2  cents  higher 
than  comparable  prices  of  last  year. 
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Increased  consumers'  deraand  and  purchases  for  relief  are  expected  to 
maintain  apple  prices  sli;~htly  above  those  of  a  year  earlier  from  o^anuary  to 
the  latter  part  of  this  season.     It  is  unlilcely  that  apple  prices  in  the 
last  2  or  3  months  of  this  season  Yfill  rise  as  sharply  as  they  did  last  year, 
and  prices  during  uhe  last  fcv;  months  of  the  season  may  average  slightly  be- 
lov;  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

Proc>action  of  late  variety  pears  in  the  Pacific  States  was  approxi- 
mately .6  million  bushels  greater  this  season  than  last  ,,  but  cold  storage 
holdings  on  o^anuary  1  were  13  percent  smialler. 

In  the  week  ended  January  10  prices  of  leading  varieties  of  late 
pears  were  from  35  to  63  cents  higher  than  a  year  earlier^  vfhile  a  month  be- 
fore they  vrere  from  11  to  36  cents  higher  than  in  the  comparable  period  in 
1939. 

It  is  estLmated  as  of  January  1  that  orange  production  in  1940-41 
will  total  80.3  million  boxes  compared  with  75.6  millio]i  last  year.  Grape- 
fruit production  is  estimated  at  40  miillion  boxes  comipa,red  with  35  million  a 
3^ear  earlier.     A  lemon  crop  of  record  size  is  indica.ted  for  this  year. 

Auction  prices  of  early  and  mid-season  Florida  oranges  for  the  week 
ended  January  10  averaged  considerably  above  those  of  a  year  earlier.  Auc- 
tion prices  of  Texas  Y^^ap'of rait  at  New  Yorkj  wliich  declined  seasonally  from 
the  middle  of  November  to  the  latter  parH:  of  December,  rose  sharply  in  the 
vreek  ended  January  3.     This  sharp  rise  was  d.ue  to  considerable  v/ind  damage  in 
Texas.

In  view  of  the  pi^sent  i::arketing  situation  for  certain  va.rieties  of 
apples^  the  S'arplus  I-iarketing  Aciuinistration  has  announce i  that  purchases  of 
apples  -rill  be  continued.    The  marketing  of  ez^port.  varieties  has  been  rather 
difficult  this  year  because  of  the  nearly  coriiplet^  l^ss  nf  e;:po^t  outlets. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  season  through  January  4.-,  3.4  inillion  bush- 
els of  apples  v/ere  purchased  for  relief  distribution  cornpaied  with  5*5  rriil- 
lion  purchased  during  the  corresponding  period  last  yeai-.    From  January  to 
the  end  of  the  season  last  year  3.9  million  bushals  wei^e  -  purchased  b^'  the 
Surplus  Marketing  Adriinistration. 

L  :port  s  from  Canada  during  remainder 
of  1 '^40-41  season  -.'ill  be  srall 

The  Canadian  Govern: lent  indicates  that  only  750  cars,  roughly  562^000 
bushels,  of  Cai^adian  apples  were  shipped  to  tlie  -Uni'^ed  States,  from  ^ei^t-ember 
to  Jan-uary  1.     Canadian  officials  estiraate  that  the  total  a.mDunt.  axpo-rted.  to 
this  co'-UT-tr:,-  in  the  1940-41  apple  season  will  not-  exc&ed  650;, COO  bushels. 
This  v.ould  mean  that  only  68,000  bushels  of  Canadia.: -apples  r.-ill  corue  into- 
the  United  States  between  January  1  and  June  30.. 

It  is  estinated  that  total  fresh  sales -of  doL£3ticaj-l,y- produced  ap- 
ples between  Ji".ly  and  January  were  roughly  100 -times  as  great  as  total  im- 
ports of  Canadian  apples  during  this  period.     If  tot-al  Imports,  in  1740-41 
reach  650,000  bushels,  then  the  total  ai.iount  cf  Canaxlian  apples  sold  in  this, 
co'ontry  would  be  only  .6  of  1  percent  of  the  total  amount  ci  apples  proauced 
commercially  by  domiestic  grovrers  in  1940. 

F£»tt:  prices  Increased  mere  than  seasonally 
from  Kovember  to  December 

The  average  farm  price  o7  apples  for  th^  country  as  a  ¥ijhola,-as  rc^ 
ported  by  the  Agricultaral  Llarketin-^  Ser\dce,  inci**3ased  from  75  cents  r^n 
November  13  to  £6  cents  on  December  15.     In  the  Eastern  .States  the  average 
farm  price  increased  8  cents  from  November- to  De<;e::iber;- in  the  Central 
Spates  9  cents,  and  In  the  7:estern  States  16  cents. 
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The  ,5'eneral  price  increase  from  November  to  December  v;a3  partly  sea- 
sonal in  character,  ::.nd  partly  the  result  of  increased  cons^oniers'  income  in 
previous  months.  The  out -of -stora;-e  movement  of  apples  during  December  v/as 
approxi.;iately  I+.7  million  bushels  (excludiny  those  moved  out  by  the  Surplus 
Marketing-  Administration)  compared  with  L.8  million  bushels  during  December 
193  9. 

Decemoer  f  arra  prices  in  the  Eastern  and  Central  States  sveraged  about 
22  cents  ;  igher  than  in  December  1939,  vrhile  prices  in  Western  States  aver- 
aged 14  cents  higher. 

Auction  and  wholesale .prices  in  December 
higher  than  last  year  ' 

Auction  prices  of  Washington  Extra  Fancy  Winesaps;,  Rome  Beauties,  and 
Delicious  apples  at  Nevr  York  in  the  month  of  December  vrere  from  9  to  20  cents 
higher  than  in  December  1939.    Prices  of  V/ashington  Extra  Fancy  Johathans 
were,  for  the  first  tii.ie  this  season,  belov;  comparable  prices  in  1939. 

Auction  prices  of  V/ashington  Zxtra  Fancy  Delicious  at  Nev>r  York  and 
Chicago,  ;jh.ich  inci-eased  seasonally  from.  October  to  Noveidbcr,  increased 
contraseascnally  from  Ilovomber  to  December.     Prices  of  Rome  Beauties  de- 
creased less  than  seasonally  frcra  October  to  November,  and  then  increased 
seasonally'  from  November  to  December.     Johathan  prices  increased  contraseason 
ally  from  October  to  November,  and  then  fell  seasonally  from  November  to 
December. 

Vi^olesale  prices  of  eastern  and  .iiidwestem  apples  for  the  \>;eek  ended 
January  11  v^ere  from  2  to  J+2  cents  higher  than  comparable  prices  of  last  year 
A  month  earlier  wholesale  prices  of  eastern  and  irddwestern  apples  were  from 
l6  to  57  cents  higher  than  comparable  prices  of  last  year. 

Fewer  apples  sold  for  f re sh 
consumipt ion  this  year 

The  commercial  apple  crop  in  1940  vras  19  percent  smaller  than  in  1939. 
.Indications  are  that  sales  of  fresh  apples  in  comestic  m.arkets  from  July  to 
January  1  were  roughly''  1?  percent  sitaller  than  those  in  the  same  period  a 
year  earlier.     Total  sales  of  apples  for  fresh  consuraption,  including  those 
exported  and  those  purchased  for  relief  distribution,  from  July  to  January  1 
were  roughly  20  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

As  a  result  of  a  sm.aller  £.pple  crop  and  increased  consumers'  income 
this  year,  farm  prices  have  averaged  considerably  above  those  of  a  year  ear- 
lier.    Prices  "pf  ce'rtain  varieties  fozTasrly  exported  have  not  been  as  high 
relative  to  those  of  a  year  earlier  as  prices  of  varieties  normally  consamed 
in  domestic  markets.     The  production  of  a  f ev\r  varieties  normally  sold  for  do- 
mestic consu^iption  ?;as  larger  in  1940  th.'n  in  1939p  and  the  prices  of  these 
varieties  have  averaged  only  a  fevi  cents  over  those  of  last  year. 

Outlook  during  remainder  of  a;:ple  season 

Cole  storage  stocks  of  apples  on  Januar?/  1,  1941  v.'ere  2r-,8  million 
bushels  coifoared  with  26.2  million  on  Jan.uary  1,  1940. 
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Last  7ear  betv;een  January'  1  and  J\ine  30,  3.9  r.iillion  bushels  v/ere  pur- 
chased by  the  Surplus  Iiar:eting  Administration,  and  .8  ir.illion  bushels  v;ere 
exported.     If  these  purchases  and  exports  are  deducted  from  January  1^  1940 
cold  stcrag^e  holdings,  it  is  evident  that  21.5  million  bushels  v/ere  available 
for  do.-nestic  conffjmption  bet'.veen  Januar;>'  1  and  June  30.  19A0. 

It  is  i.inl?l:ely  that  more  than  .3  million  bushels  ■.ill  be  exported  be- 
tv.-een  Januar;?"  1  and  June  30  of  this  year.     There  Vx'ould  then  be  2&.5  million 
bushels  available  for  domestic  consumption.     It  is  not  Icnovm  hovr  many  apples 
'A'ill  be  purchased  for  relief  distribution  during  the  remainder  of  this  apple 
season. 

Increased  cons^xmer  demand  and  purchases  for  relief  are  expected  to 
maintain  prices  slight  1;/  above  those  of  a  year  ear.Mer  from  January  to  the 
latter  part  of  the  season.     Prices  of  v.^estem  apples  usually  v.'eaken  a  little 
in  January,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  they  will  do  so  this  year.     It  is  un- 
likely that  apple  prices  in  the  last  2  or  3  months  of  this  season  viill  rise 
as  sharply  as  the^-.did  last  year,  and  prices  during  the  last  fe\;  months  of 
the  season  may  average  slightly  belovv  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

Effect  of  lar"-;e  orange  production 
on  a; pie  prices 

Grange  production  villi  be  gr&ater  this  year  than  last  'onless  it  is  re- 
duced by  urjfavorable  weather  conditions.     It  is  estimated  as  of  January  1 
that  orange  production  this  year  v;ill  total  60  iiiillion  boxes  compared  v.'ith  76 
million  last  year.     It  is  unlilcely,  ho\-;ever,  that  this  larger  crop  ivill  have 
any  inore  of  a  depressing  effect  on  apple  prices  than  did  the  crop  last  j'^ear. 
Analyses  indicate  that  after  orange  production  reaches  about  70  million  boxes 
further  increases  do  not  depress  apple  prices  to  any  greater  extent.  The 
r.x)st  marked  variations  from  year  to  year  in  the  effect  of  orai'^ge  production 
on  apple  prices  seem  to  occur  ;vhen  orange  production  fluctuates  bet^veen  50 
and  70  million  boxes. 

FEARS 

Production  of  late  variety  pears  larger 

Production  of  fall  and  v/inter  variety  pears  in  the  Pacific  States  is 
estimated  at  approxijnatel;.'-  6.6  million  bushels  com.pared  v/ith  6.0  million 
bushels  in  1939  and  the  10-year  (1929-3S)  average  of  4.2  r.illion  buehels. 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  estiiTiated  as  of  Decem.ber  1  that 
209,000  bushels  of  late  pears  v.-ere  not  harvested  this  year.     In  1939,  5-2,000 
bushels  of  late  pears  were  not  harvested.     IT  the  amounts  unhai'vested  in  1940 
and  1939  are  deducted  from  the  respective  estimates  of  total  late  pear  pro- 
duction, the  amount  harvested  in  1940  is  approxiiuately  985,000  bushels  larger 
than-  in  1939. 

Cold  storage  holdin  s  of  late 
varieties  smaller 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  late  pears  on  Januiir;"  1  v/ere  151,000  boxes 
less  than  on  the  same  date  in  1940.    The  out -of- storage  mover.ient  in  December 
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totaled  UB3,000  boxes  compared  vilth  570,000  in  December  1939  and  the  ^-year 
(1936-A-O)  average  of  559,000  boxes.    Approxij-aately  76.000  boxes  raoved  out  in 
December  vjere  purchased  hj  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration. 

Although  exports  in  December  v;ere  onl^'  about  15  percent  of  those  in 
December  1939,  com-iiercial  sales  of  late  pears  for  domestic  consumption  -were 
roughly  50,000  boxes  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

Relief  purchases  cont inue  in  December 

Relief  purchases  totaled  roughly  76,000  boxes  in  December.     From  the 
beginning  of  the  late  pear  season  to  January  4-,  a  total  cf  856,000  boxes  of 
late  pears  luas  purchased  by  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration.  Relief 
purchases  of  iTinter  Nelis  started  about  the  first  of  January,  and  by  January 
11  roughly  70,000  boxes  had  been  purchased. 

Total  relief  purchases  of  late  variety  pears  this  season  to  date  are 
equivalent  to  68  percent  of  total  exports  in  the  1939-40  marketing  season. 

Auct ion  prices  of  late  varieties 
increased  in  Dec  cm-be  r 

Auction  prices  at  Ne'T  York  for  leading  varieties  in  December  v^ere  from 
3  to  18  cents  higher  than  in  Novei:iber. 

The  weighted  average  auction  price  of  D'Aniou  pears  increased  season- 
ally in  December,  and  the  average  price  of  Cornice  increased  contrascasonally 
during  the  same  mionth.     Prices  of  Cornice,  v;hich  normally  increase  to  October 
and  then  decrease  through  January,  have  been  increasing  since  September. 
Prices  of  Bosc  increased  contraseasonally  in  December. 

In  the  "'veek  ended  Januarj^  10  prices  of  leading  varieties  of  late  pears 
were  from  35  to  63  cents  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  while  a  month  before 
they  vrere  from  11  to  36  cents  higher  th-an  in  the  comparable  period  in  1939. 

The  higher  prices  this  year  relative  to  last  are  the  result  of  an  in- 
creased amount  of  late  pears  tal<en  by  earners j  large  purchases  of  pears  for 
relief  distribution,  and  increased  cons>umers'  income  this  year. 


Orange  production  estimated  to 
be  larger  this  year 

The  January  1  estimate  of  orange  production  was  1.6  million  boxes  less 
than  the  estimate  made  as  of  December  1.     It  is  nov:  es"bimated  that  orange 
production  this  year  v.'"ill  total  80.3  million  boxes  compared  with  75.6  million 
a  year  earlier  and  the  10-year  (1929-38)  average  of  56.1  million  boxes. 

The  estimate  of  Florida  orange  production  on  January  1  ivas  1.2  million 
boxes  less  than  that  made  a  mionth  earlier,  and  4.8  million  less  than  the  es- 
timate made  on  Wovemiber  1.     The  reductions  miade  in  the  estimates  after  Novem- 
ber 1  were  due  largely  to  damage  from  low  temperatures  and  to  retarded  sizing 
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and  excessive  drcppin-j  of  fruit  caused  bv  inadequate  rainfall  during  the  fall 
months. 

The  January  1  estiriate  of  Florida  early  and  Tnid-season  orange  produc- 
tion is  orJ.y  .6  million  boxes  less  than  the  final  estimate  for  1939-^0,  but 
it  is  4.1  million  boxes  less  than  the  esti.:iate  of  1939-4C  production  made  on 
January  1,  1940.    The  freeze  in  the  latter  part  of  January  1940  resulted  in  a 
drastic  reduction  in  the  final  estimate  of  Florida  orange  production  in  the 
1939-40  season. 

Gracef r-iit  production  larger  this  year 

It  is  indicated,  as  of  January/  1,  that  grapefr^ait  production  this  jes-T 
v;ill  total  40  nillicn  boxes  compared  v:ith  35  million  in  1939-40  and  the  10- 
year  (1929-33)  average  of  22  million  boxes.    Production  this  year,  it  is  es- 
timated, r.'ill  be  about  6.4  million  boxes  less  than  the  record  crop  in  1938-39. 

The  estimate  of  Texas  grapefruit  production  on  Januaiy  1  was  .6  mil- 
lion bushels  less  than  on  December  1.    This  aecrease  v.-as  the  result  of  losses 
from  'vind  carnage  early  in  December.     Severe  winds  blew  a  considerable  quan- 
tity of  grapefr.iii,  cff  the  trees,  but  a  large  part  of  t'as  fruit  vrill  prob- 
ably be  utilized  b}'-  processing  plaTits. 

It  is  indicated  by  trade  sources  that  some  of  the  f r  it  remiaining  on 
the  trees  will  not  be  available  for  shioment  as  fresh  f 2nit  because  of  damage 
caused  by  the  high  v.lnds. 

Record  lemcn  crop  e  st Lmat e d 

A  lemon  crop  totaling  13.4  m.illion  boxes  is  indicated  for  this  year, 
compared  with  11.9  m.illion  boxes  in  1939  and  the  10-year  (1929-38)  average  of 
8.2  mdllion  boxes. 

0 range  and  grapef r-iit  shipments 
less  than  last  year

Shipmients  of  early  and  raid-season  oranges  to  date  this  season  have 
totaled  rougi-ily  26,000  cars  compared  with  28,000  cars  shipped  during  the  same 
period  last  year. 

Shipments  of  grapefruit  from  producing  areas  between  October  5  and 
January  11  totaled  13,437  cars  compared  Y.dth  14,391  cars  during  the  same  pe- 
riod a  year  earlier. 

Relief  purchases  of  grapefrait  totaled  681  cars  betvreen  November  17 
and  December  28. 

Orange  prices  higher  this  year 

For  the  week  ended  January  10  auction  prices  of  Florida  oranges  at  Nev;- 
York  averaged  -$2.31  comioared  v:ith  $1.81  a  year  earlier. 

Last  year  prices  of  Florida  oranges  rose  sharply  from,  the  latter  part 
of  January  to  the  middle  of  February  as  a  result  of  severe  freeze  damage  to 
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the  crop.  It  is  not  likely  that  siicli  a  rise  ivill  occur  this  year  'onless  the 
crop  is  materially  reduced  by  anfavoratale  weather  conditions. 

Texas  grapefruit  prices  rise  sharply 
in  the  latter  part,  of  December 

Auction  prices  of  Texas  grapefriiit  at  Ilev;  York  rose  sharply  in  the 
week  ended  January  3  as  a  result  of  severe  vrind  da'r^age  to  the  crop.  Prices 
in  the  week  ended  Januar;;/  10  -.vere  62  cents  higher  than  those  in  the  compara- 
ble week  last  year.
